-Also. that estimates of expendi- 
ture upon roads aud bridges had already 
been exceeded, in many districts, 

PKlVILKOK. 

Mr. Martin, on a question of privilege, 
alluded to certain ronmrka made by Mayor 
Fell at apublic meeting u fotv nights back, 
embodjfitii; -serioua reflections upon the 
privat^;^' cjfariiiitera of members of that 
house. The speaker 'continued that he 
had had the hbnor of being on that com- 
mittee for several years, uiid know wiiat 
the mayor had eaid to be tho must uncalled 
for, most malicioiM and must vindictive 
Miertion he had ever ho.'ird [Bear, hoar]. 
Uttered by a private iiidividunl,. the charge 
was one that should be taken notice of, 
and much- mure so should it when made 
by the chiof magistrate of a city. Mr. 
Fell should eithur have an opp.irtunity , of 
aubitantiating his cliari^e, given him, ur lie 
should'be made to come to the bar of the 
house aiid apologize [Hear, hear]. . 

Mr.' Gathraith said no auch charge dur- 
ing his ten years' political experience 
could be brought agaiii:;t that committee 
[Hear, hear]. Ho agreed that aucli state- 
ments, made by a chief maj^iatrato, were 
uncalled for and exceedingly ill-ad viaed. 
He (the mayor) should be either made to 
prove bis itatemetit! or be made to apolo- 
gize. Nothing, even during the heat of 
debatB,-had ever been uttered in the house 
■u pointed as thuae tvorda which vare given 
vent to by Mayor Fell. 

Mr. Orr couaidored the remarks of the 
mayor to be a gross alandor. Any in- 
formation that might have ln-on furniahod 
to that icdividual from any member of a 
aoLiof. notnmittee — speaking of tho niayor'a 
remarks in regard - to the dental bill — he 
thought was a violation of the privtlugea 
of the house. 

Mr. Semlin disclaimed, for his part, 
having made any disclosures of the kind. 

Mr. Graiit thought that the imputin<?of 
improper motivoa to tho membora, upon 
the part of the mayor, called fur aomo 
action of the house. 

Mr. T. Davie said the report of tho re- 
marks attributed to the mayor were either

to think tfiem 'correct froni their not Hav 
ing been refuted. Ho cunaiderect that 
such a charge stamped upon thcfacn of it 
the oha|;acter of tho .man who made the 
atateraent and yet brought no odium upon 
tho subject of that attack, because if a 
nan has the knowledge which he says ho 
baa and^oBf^nptrjirlpg ;tai;, juBtice thona 
whom *e'a8sert» he*"oan prove' tb be unfit 
for offioe,he i« himself the one who should 
beheld up toeieoration. Itwasnotforthera 
ai individuaU to take the matter up, but 
ai 8 whole forthe pruteotion of those who 
might sit in that house in the future. He 
thought if _the power to bring Mr. Fell 
before ih^'bar of -the bouse existed, he 
should be compelled. to'appear there, and 
let it be shown once and for all that per- 
Boas who .make auch charges will be 
ire'iuired -to- prove them. He hoped the 
mayor wouldi bd^m'ado to substantiate hia 
statement vor- [make some very ample 
apology fo'r wfiat be had said. [He<ir, 
J|«ar.] 



Hon. Mr. Smithe said it was a matter 
that every m>ijmber .had an interest in, 
being.a charge that : every . member ought 
to resent. . Ue agreed with Mr. Galbruilli 
that there not only was not now but thero 
nevof had been any muuiber guilty uf tlie 
conduct imputed to thetn by Mayor Fell. 
So far aa Victoria was concerned u did not 
matter what Mr. Fell mi^'lit aay, but tlio 
stalement abroad wou.'d have a diti'urent 
effect upon thoaeyyrho ^did not rknow tho 
elements of whibn tlie house Waa com- 
posed. Tho words uttered by Mr. Fell 
were a alunder not only upon the huuae 
but upon the whole eumniunity. Tho 
attorney-general had esijreaaod the opin- 
ion that whilo as a huubo they had net 
the power to call Mr. Fell to the bar uf 
that house they had power to personally 
take legal action against hiin. Bethought 
the house could appeal to Mr. Foil as a 
gentleman to appear before tho(n and 
make good or retract tho words ho hail 
uttered. 

Mr. Martin intended to introduce a 
motion calling upon Mr. Fell to appear 
before them, as he was of opinion tho 
house possessed the power tu'do so. 

Hon. Mr. Ilobaon thought tho house 
would be placing itaolf in a false position 
if it called upon ftlr. Foil to attend at 
the bar of tho Ikuisk if it had nul tho 
power to enforce that demand. 

Hon. Mr. Davie mentioned that an act 
deleKatiqg power, to local legislatures 
to call before \hem persons uttering re- 
mar'.:3 outside uf tho hniisu aauailing tho 
private characters uf any uf ita meuibers 
had been repealed and nothing substituted 
in ita place. He believed that as a legis- 
lative asaumbly they had no power to deal 
With such a- matter, having no such 
statute on theirjbooks. 

Mr." T. DaVsB thought if the house had 
a right to pass a statute on the subject 
it had bettor do so. Mr. Fell aluiuld bo 
afforded an opportunity of aubstantmting 
hia atutementa, and such a cuur.te would 
also be of satisfaction to the general pub- 
lic. Such a statute would utsu be useful 
on future occasions. 

MOTION. 

Mr. T. Davie moved that a coinmitteo, 
consisting of Alessrs. Martin, Orr, Holjjo- 
sen, and the mover, bo a|ipuinled to oii- 
quiro into the claim of Tlumias i^imphlec 
for carrying stone for the graving dock. 
Seconded by Mr. Orr and curried. 

Hun. Mr. Duck presented returns nf 
all buaineaa transactions between tho 
house, or any of its members, and Jamea 
Canningham, M. P. I'., aiiico occupying 
a seat in the house. 

POUT .SI.MI'.SON. 

Mr. T. Davie moved, seconded by 
Mr. llelgeaen, that an order of the 
house be granted for a return of tho 
names of all por.sona who applied to pur- 
chaae lands at Fort Sinip^ui: in i870 or 
1883; tho dates and particulars of tho le.a 
pective .applications; the dates of in- 
structions for surveys; to whom issued; 
the dates of surveys; copies of publication 
(if any) of aame; the ilatea uf accoptancu 
uf Rurveya, and tho dates of the iaauo of 
crown grants and to whom issued together 
with copies of all correspondence in rela- 
tion to the matter. 

The mover said he thought it wn& ad- 
visable that every record and every par- 
ticular concerning a matter which had 
been given proniinenco by iiiterestod pur- 
tiea should be fully placed btifore the pub- 
lic, 30 that they iniglit judge for theui- 
selvea. 

Mr, Wilson asked if the lands hod over 
been reserved at all. He had more than 
grave doubts about it himself. What was 

the noccasily for advertizing a reserve 
having been lifted whoi. lhat renervo waa 
only made so far as the declaration uf u 
minute in council 7 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho last. speaker 
was (|uite right in this regard, althuugh 
that consideration had not been allowed 
to weigh with him (the speaker) when 
dealing with the lifting uf tliat 3U[)pusod 
roaervo. Tho honorable gentleniun then 
entered iuto the particulars of the l<M.ing 
of the said reserve as recited in a previous 
debate. He had found that the applica'nts 
fur land tliere in 1883 were imi v.holly 
the same aa tliuae applying in ]87!t. In 
187'J ihoBO applicanta had beon iuipropor- 
ly denied. A minute in council was nut 
sufliciont to constitute a reserve — being 
merely a recommendation to an end. The 
late government had mistaken a minuto in 
council for an order in council. The hon- 
orable gentleman (,Vlr. StMnliii) waa con- 
stantly referring; to tho I'urt Sinqiaon 
land "dtoal." Who had stulen ? he would 
ask. Had the government? If anyone 
had stolen or wanted to steal it would bo 
those applicapta fur tho land, among 
which were included iho hui.orablo gen- 
tleman's (Mr. Semlin) colleiigno — the 
Speaker. That apparently was tho posi- 
tion assumed by Mr. Semlin. At that 
time more than half of tho applicants wore 
opponents of the government so that if 
any wore benefited those gentlemen were; 
but to none of ihoni had ha spi.ken upon 
the subject of declaring thoae lands to bo 
open, and it waa in the pressure of public 
busineaa that the publication of auch lift- 
ing waa overlooked. 

Mr. Semlin spoke strongly of the charge 
of the leader of the government that he 
(Mr. Semlin) used improper worda in 
speaking of tho action of tlio government 
in regard to thia queation. Who, ho 
asked, had u.ied terms more unparliament- 
ary than the last speaker, who had first 
thrown tho blarao of fie non-gazetting of 
the lifting of the reserve upon a subordi- 
nate government oBjciiil, and now auid 
the blame attaching to any "steal" thoro 
might have beon attached aa much ttj the 
Speaker of that house as anyone. 1"he 
second reference to one who waa not in a 
position to reply rerniniled him that ho 
knew the significance of. the term '"oow- 
ardly"'and the honnrablo gentleman could 
understand the application. 

The Spo-iker said no membor of that 
house:had a right to call another hotior- 
able monilior a coward. 

Mr.i Semlin denied having done so. 

Mr.!Grant"8<50Med ih;o,.^.leader .of^ tho 
govertiinent of havin'g 'r'evealed ' through 
Mr. Gore to Mr. Ralph the intention of 
the eiecutive before such was published. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that everything 
that took place between tho surveyor- 
general and himself was in confidence. If 
the latter revealed his i_nformation ho did 
id at Hia own risk, /"Tfiia'-- gaKutting of a 
noticeldid not obiiatitiite an application 
but merely a notice' of such, and an appli- 
dation was hot actually considered until 



that time had expired. If intending ap- 
plicants chose to survey the land before 
their application h.id |^o'en'c6iinderdd they 
did'ao on their own roapohaibility and un- 
authorized by the denartmsnt, and such in 
no way affected tho opportunity of any per- 
son to lay claim to land intended to be 
applied for, Hia courae had always beon 
to roinove, not to place, obstacles in tho 
way of applicants for land, which was a 
reversal of the course adopted by hia pro- 
decesBora. 

Mr. Galbraith thought the explanation 
unsatlafactbry. • ' 
)Ir. 'BnnBmuir said all this talk - wan not 

legiBliition. The government bad nothing 
to hide in this matter, ns everything cou- 
cennug it had been made public. Ho wa.s 
surprised at the iuconsistoiicy of the honor- 
able member for Cas.siar who in the houso 
said ho did not. accuae the goverumeut of 
any corrupt iuteutiou it) the matter, audyot 
iu hit) prpcr npoke of it as tho Port Simpson 
land steal. 

Jlr. Grant — To whom is the honorable 
gentlemau nlluJiug. 

Jlr. Dunsmnir — To you. ' 

Mr. Grant — ^Thon you are mistaken. Tho 
paper is not mine. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — You Lave the credit of it, 
anyhow. 

Tho Sjx'akur — Tho honorable gentleman 
lias no rii^'ht to hold another honorable 
nu nibor rorfponsible for what appears in a 
iiowspapor. 

Mr. DnUHUUiir — Well, it i.f a very t;lranj,'e 
thing. [Laughter.] Contiuuiug, he Kuid 
it waBuot for the beuetit of thehou.'io ho [Mr. 
Cliant] waa talking, and if it was for the 
benefit of that goiitlemaa's constituents, ho 
would see through him well enough. 
[Laughter.] 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the opponitlon hav- 
ing admitted there was no reserve, where 
tho irregularity? They had said they 
did not believe there waa anything corrupt 
in tho conduct of the jjovernmeut and yti 
aysertcd they had been neglectful and liad 
revealed oxeiusiTe sceretH. IIow could they 
iu regard to tho so-called lifting of u reaorve 
which had uev.sr been mudo? It had al- 
ways been competent for any applicnut for 
the lands to have iuaiHtcd that tho laud 
should be regarded as waste lauds of the 
erowu open for settlement until they had 
been constitutionally declared a rencrve. 
Any person applying for the lands could not 
ho thought have been legally denied the 
consideration aud reception of bis applica- 
tion. 

Mr. On' snid the word "reaervod" print- 
ed ill red aero.sa the govonimfnt mapa in 
that part repiesenting thc.se Ituida had inia- 
k'd intending npiihcauts. 

Mr. Uuaven «aid tho fact remained thai 
these persona who had made use of tho 
information furniahod by the C. 0, ff, ,t W. 
had ail advantage over the general public. 
Aa to whether the reserve had over been 
properly mictde was not the question at 
issue; it was perfectly ovidont the govorn- 
nieut had treated the laud since 1871) us 
having becu reserved. 

Hon. Illr. Itobaon said it was boconiing 
more apparent every day the o[)poaition 
were hardly pres.sod wheu they diacusHed 
tho Fort Simpson marc'.s nest and ocanpied 
tho time of tho houso wheu there was really 
nothing at all to lind fault with, aud thia 
waa apparent the more it wos discuBsed. 
The honorable member for Cariboo had 
aiiowu that there waa uo reservation, and, 
us far us the government were ooncoruod it 
mattered little whether there was aresorvo or 
not as thoy wore not involved by it. However 
tho last prop of their contention had been 
knocked away by the honorable member for 
Cariboo. Tho inoio important charge he 
would refer to — that of aci;uaiiiy tljo niom- 
bera of th3 goverumtnt with K'^'i'ig awny 
eiecutivo eeorets, This wuh what the oppo- 
sition stated was the real ofTeuc" At tho 
time thoro waa no eiecutive aecreta — the 
eiecutive had not met — bo there could not 
have beon any executive secrota or agree- 
ments. The chiof commissiouwr was not iu 
a position to consult with his colleagues 
with reference to the matter. If the chief 
commiasioner could not talk with his chief 
otUcer iu regard to important luattorH coufi- 
dontially, then in what way would the 
dcpartmout be managed. The leader of tho 
opiiuailion when iu power might have 
carried on hia buainoHB without conaulting 
his chief oltioera, but certainly could not 
blame the preaent coininiG.sionerforHo doing. 
The charge waa a serious one, and he waa 
aurpriaod that at least two members of 
the opposition should have been led into 
making it. However, the whole fact wag 
that thero were no executive secreta to 
give away, and thia position could not be 
qiioationed. Tho chief corarniaaiunor in 
f87D in hia innocence thought ho had an 
order-in -council, and this he had locko'd 
up in a drawer, and the public did not 
know of such a reserve being put on in 
187!) or tho lifting of such resorvo in 
188u. Tho non-advertising of tho placing 
on of thu roaurve was a more aorioun 
uU'ence,' if there was any, than that of 
nun-advertiaing the lifting of such a ro- 
aorve, for settlers might have gone in and 
secured tho land by improvement, and on 
coming to Victoria found that tliere was 
tt reaerve on it and thoir labor went for 
nothing. The whole discueaion on the 
matter — when there was in reality no re- 
servo — waa one of tho worat pieces of 
clap trap that ho had over listened to 
during hia whulo political career in the 
house. If members of tho oppoaition 
thuuf^ht that tha electors of tho cousitry 
would allow the wool to bo pulled over 
thoir eyes by the absurd and nonaenaical 
clap- trap thtA they advanced from day to 
day they were very much mistaken, for 
the. electors of(J3ritisfa iOolambia were 
men of common se'iiao, and hot likely to 
be hoodwinked by auch arrant nonsenee. 

Mr. Hulgeaen referred to evidence taken 
to aow that the chiof cummisaionor waa 
guilty of the charge brought againat him.

TEE EASTERN- SITUATION. 

The Journal de St. Petcrnbnrg repeats 
the wish that the now EugUsh eabiuet will 
continue to join in the clVortK of the other 
powers to prevent another collisiuui in the 
oast, especially a;; regard.s Gioece; while the 
other Russian journals are certain that the 
effect of Lord Salisbury's action at Athens 
will in any case be considerably weakened, 

II uul altogether unlliiled, by the ministerial 
change. In anj- case, it is believed that the 
event will have very seriona coDBcqtieucea 
in one way or other in the course of oveutR 
in the Balkan peninsula, and also in Berlin, 
Vienna and Constantinople. Neither Aus- 
tria nor Turkey will have reasou to be 
pleased Ilememberiug Mr. CTiad^'tonc-'s 
"bag and buyytige" polioy, us well as his 
PhilheUenitiiu, tbt- huUiui will hardly now 
feel safe iu taJdng aelion of any kind 
against Greece; and this may help to throw 
Turkey into the arms of llussia, and even 
cause Austria to seek a closer connexion 
with the cabinet of St. Petersburg, llussia 
could not desire anything better. Lord 
Salisbury's determined step against Greece 
gave Russia a moment's genuiu(> satisfac- 
tion. Because it coincided at ouco with her 
own policy. That policy now consists 
— in spite of suspicions to the contrary 
— in endeavoring with all her might to pre- 
vent complioatiouB and a general conflagra- 
tion in the east, iu wbicli she is not at pren- 
ent ready to take the part that she wishes to 
play. But this satisfaction was somewhat 
marred by the fear that the energetic assist- 
ance given to Turkey by the Enghsh cabinet 
against Greece would too much improve the 
relations between London and Constanti- 
nople. The Nevosti maintains that, while 
at first sight satisfactory, the action of Lord 
Salisbury at Athens only proves once more 
that the powers, while pretending to act in 
concert, are each acting a part for thoir own 
respective interests, or else England wouUl 
have helped Turkey and Russia to put down 
the revolution at Philippopolis, as she now 
assists them in the case of Greece.

The News may 
not have meant to bend its articles in the 
diraotioii they took; but that they have 
boon open to the conatruction that was 
placed on them in those columns wo 
muai be pardoned for still believing. We 
the more regret tho impression which has 
gone forth because the News, although 
apparently differing with us on many of 
the important questions of tho day, has 
been uniformly courteous and fair in tho 
controversy. In thia respect its esamplo 
might be profitably copied by othera.

Lord' Randolph Churchill arrived at' 
Lorne this morning on his wiiy to Helfaat. 
He wiia enthusiast ii;ally ftxeived by a 
large crowd on hia journey from London. 
He made a short atop at Siranrear, Scot- 
land. There was a gathering of people at 
tho station and replying to thoir greetings 
he made a speech, in which he said he 
imagined that Scotchmen would benefit by 
supporting any proposals for the dis ■ 
meinbermeiit of tho empire. This remark 
was received with cheora. In an address 
at Lorne he assorted that the granting of 
homo rule to Ireland would result in the 
disaolutioii of its connection with Great 
Britain, lie declared that the placing of 
the loyalists of the north of Ireland under 
the authority of tho Dublin guvornmont 
would be a monstrosity of civiliz.ition. 
The loyalists inuat organize and fit them- 
selves for a struggle for the maintenance 
of union which was only beginning now, 
but which he predicted wouldaasume gravu 
proportions. 

Sir Edmund Heiidenion, head of tho 
metropolitan police force, is severely cen- 
sured for tho iiif lliciency of llio police 
during the London note, and has resigned. 
This action ia due to a conviction on his 
part that the committee appointed by 
Childera, homo aouretary, to investigate 
the cause of the riots would hold him 
partly reanonaiblo. 

Tho court has refused to grant a auni- 
mons tor the editor and iiublishera of 
launch, whom the socialist leaders desired 
to have committed for contempt of court. 

It is understood the Queen's proctor 
will intervene in the case of Sir Ohurlea 
Dilke. The latter has intimated thai ho 
desires to >.nbuiit, »11 infonmitiou in his 
poBsesaiun to disprove the allegation th.tt 
the divorce of the Crawfords resulted 
from collusion . 

It is stated that Morley, chief secretary 
for Ireland, has introduced police and 
military regulaliona that render it virtu- 
ally impoaaiblo tu ell'-jct i-vietiona. 

Archbishop Walsh of Dublin hiia written 
to Oladstnno that tho Iriah biahupa con 
aidered that tho result of the electiona 
answered tiiadstono's appeal to the Iriah 
people to "apeak out." Ue says the bish- 
ops believe that home rule would not af- 
fect the union or supremacy of the 
Crown, and urges the auspoiisinn of evic- 
tions till the land question has been aot- 
tted. 

Count Von Hutzfelt, Oorman ambaaaa- 
dor, haa notified L'^rd lloaubery uf the 
eatablishinont of a Ciernian protectorate 
over tho Marshal and i^i-ovideiico Islands. 

In tho house of cmnioiiH to day Chil- 
dera, home aocretiiry, announci-il that the 
riot committee advised a thorough and 
immediate overhauling and reorganization 
of the police department of London. 

An intinmte friend of Sir Charles Dilke,' 
writing tn the pipers, charges Mr. Cham- 
berlaiu with some respooaibility lor Sir 
Charles' action m not g"iog into tho wit- 
ness box during progress of the Crawford 
cass. The writer assorts that it was Mr. 
Chamberlain's vehement insistance against 
such course that restrained Sir Charles 
from appearing as a witness. Ho also ul- 
legoa thitt Bdiiie indiauretioii of whie!i Sir 
Charles haa been guilty, h;ip|)ened in 
early life, and consiated of an intrigue 
with a married woman of high character. 
Sir Charleti, his friend says, is a most sen- 
sitive man, and the burden of the accusa- 
tion nearly cost him his reason. 

The International fleet will leave Suda 
Bay for Salainis immediately upon the ar 
ri?al of the Duke of Edinburgh, who is in 
command of tho fleet. Two English cruis- 
ers will watcli tho coast of Crete in order 
to prevent tho landing of tho Greek vol- 
unteers, who are bent on inciting insur- 
rection. Tho Jockuy club, whici; !:ns 
hitherto refused to take cognizance of bet- 
ting, has announced tho rule that the 
Tattersall's committee will settle betting 
diaputes, and will report defaulters and 
persona guilty of malpractice, to the club.

rneut to prevent such diseased animals 
being indiscriminately moved about, 
thereby spreading such diseasos through 
the country; bo it thoreforo reaolvod, 
that an humble address bo presented to 
hia honor the lieutentnit-govenior praying 
that his honor will he pleased to move tho 
Dominion government to make immediate 
arrangements fur tho etTective enforce- 
ment of the animal oontagioua diseases 
act in this province. 

Tlio honorable mover said that great 
losH had been entailed in Chilliwlmck on 
account of tho introduction uf diseased 
animals into tho aeltlument, and the reso- 
lution would commend itself to all.

To I'HR EuiTOii :— III your editorial 
Qommentson tho recent cut in tran.scon- 
litientol railroad rates, 1 notice that you 
attribute this to "the refusal of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad to enter" into the 
pool, and you remark that this is "because 
of the exceptionally favorable rates at 
ivbich the line can do basinesB and make 
mutioy — rates at which other lines, 'for 
want of through communication worild 
starve. " 

So far as tho c iuao of tho railway com- 
biiialion falling to pieces, tho telegrams 
do no bear out your assertion, as the rea- 
son therein given is that the companies 
"wore dissatisfied and unwilling to accept 
the terms of agreera.(nt proposed by the 
committee." Thero is no evidence that 
ihe 0. P. R. had a voice in the pool, and 
from the fact that it is not in a position to 
carry freight through to the I'acitic, and 
will not be for three iiiontliH; at least it is 
unlikely that it was directly or indirectly 
the cause of a out uf rates now. It is true 
that a few weeks ago it was reported that 
the C. P. R. had demanded fifty per cent, 
of tho through American business to en- 
ter tho pcol, but such a claim is too ludi- 
crous for credence. Tho only plausible 
reason for such a rumor i* the fact that the 
C. P. R hoB earned a reputa'^ion for gain- 
ing much by opening its moutn to its widest 
capacity and losing nothing from the want 
of asking. 

Annually fit Ottawa it bns sncceniled iu 
awallo.wing au udililional big rouuit soiiie- 
thiug at tho cxptuisu of the people of the 
Dominion, and this session it is Hnid that it 
is widening its jawafor auothL'v two millions 
on tho preteueo that Ouderdouk's .section 
is not up to the mark, a!tbout(h its own 
mark in B. C. is not much bettor than a 
wheelbarrow track compared to Ondor- 
donk's. 

In B. C. it is well known that thoC. P, R. 

Lns not been less hungry ; it asked and got 
about hix thousaiul ucren from the province, 
II subsidy toconuect with New Wostmiuster 
from the governnieiit and the municipality, 
and one-third of the lands near Urnuville 
from private owners. ft did its best to 
gobble ap reserves near liurrurd lulet and 
if the much talked of liuu pf steamers to 
bring ns into much closer comuninication 
with the Chinese, who are so popular here, 
is ever to become a reality it will be when 
the British goveruniout "eomia down hnnd- 
Bouely" in response to the aid aaked by 
the C. P. E. company. Snch brazen-faced 
bogging has been, il must ho admitted, very 
successful north of Iho bouiulury line, but 
it is not likely to receive much oousidoru- 
tiou from the hard-lVUcd |)eoplo south 
of it. Anything thu 0. V. 11. gela from 
the trauscuiitiuental liitua in Uncle Sam's 
territory Will be got by severe competition 
at low rates, and ill no other way, The 
advantages you claim for Ihe 0. P. R. over 
the American lines appear to mo more 
imais'inury than real. Aa rates are down 
to bedrock biitwuou New York and Chica- 
go and St. Paul, the 0. P. R. has no ad- 
vantage, in having a thorough line, over 
the Northern NaciQo railvay,- in ooutend- 
ing for the trade nf Victoria, On the 
other hand tho C. P. R. is at a decided 
disodvantago with its American competi- 
tors from running for nearly two thousand 
miles through a compariilivBly uninhabited 
country. It will take man years to settle 
it up and develop a local business aufliuient 
to pay for keeping thu whole line in run- 
ning order. Through trade, it is well 
known, is tho least renuiniiralive part of 
traBic of any of the trunscoiitiiiental lines 
and forms leas than twenty per cent of 
their total busiiioia. Smidfurd Fleming, in 
one of his official reports, stated that it 
would take a population of two millions 
to make a trade lurgo enough fur the C. 
P. R. to pay running oxpenaua. This is a 
glowing exuggeratioii and an extremely 
pessimist view to take of our groat Irana- 
continontal railway; nevertheless it is cer- 
tain that with about only two hundred 
thousand people west of Lake 
Superior, the . P. ■ R. is not
